Mr. Peters still recalled his first 
day at Wilmington Town Hall, back 
in June of 1988; and throughout the 
years fought through many tough 
times, particularly, the recession 
Wilmington had in the early nineties 

For almost a decade, Mr, Peters 
collected funds to bencfitthe town of 
Wilmington; and when I asked what 
he-liked- best about working at the 
Town Hall, a smile drew across his 
face as he proudly addressed his co- 
work The people I work with,” 
he said, "the workers, are excellent; 
they have a good staff here." Peters 
gave them full credit for the town’s 
good physical shape. Although he 
wishes to be remembered as a "fair 
man who did his job.” co-worker 
Joyce Murray. believes that he will 
be remembered for his dry sense of 
humor.

Police nab another grant 


WILMINGTON - Senators Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy and John F. Kerry 
and Representative John F. Tierney 
announced that the Wilmington Po- 
lice Department is a recipient of a 
COPS MORE Grant from the U.S 
Department of Justice. Wilmington 
will receive $7,500 to- acquire ad- 
vanced technology and equipment, 
as well as hire civilians, which in turn 
allows officers more time for com- 
munity policing 

“One of the mosteffective ways to 
fight crime - to stop it before it hap- 
pens - is'to increase the visibility of 
local police,” said Rep. Tierney,“This 
grant enables Wilmington to do just 
that - to put police on the street. 
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That's very good news.” 

Senator Kennedy said of the 
award, “I congratulate the Town of 
Wilmington on being selected for 
this grant. The COPS MORE Pro- 
gram makes it possible for the federal 


government to be a real partner with. 


state and local governments, like 
Wilmington, in the fight against 
crime. This commitment of federal 
resources to a balanced strategy of 
community policing and utilization 
of new technology has shown great 
promise for improving public safety 
Massachusetts streets will be safer as 
adirect result of this significant com- 
munity based safety program.” 
“Police officers on the street are 
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the first line of defense 

and this funding gives officers the 
tools they need to make Wilmington 
safer,” Senator Kerry said. “Now 
Wilmington police will have the per- 
sonnel and the equipment to better 
coordinate crime fighting efforts and 
help make the neighborhoods safer in 
which to work and live.

A dozen volunteers from 
Wilmington, Tewksbury, and 
Billerica met at Town Hall this 
week, to draft water quality action 
plans for streams and ponds along 
the Middle Shawsheen River. 

Six "Stream Team" leaders 
reported on problem “hot spots" 
along the river, where they found 
trash, organic scum, floating foam, 
tree damage, erosion, and possible 
sewer and septic flow. Throughout 
the area, team members also 
spotted much wildlife, including 
beaver, ducks, geese, and turtles. 
They found remote areas with lush 
vegetation, and more accessible 
spots with scenic features. 

Leading the meeting, Steven 
Lewis of Mass. Riverways 
"Adopt-a-Stream" program helped 
team members discuss priority 
sites and potential problems, as 
well as recreational assets, scenic 
walkways, and wildlife habitat for 
each river segment. 

James Beck, of Merrimack River 
Watershed Council in, Lawrence, 
gave suggestions for further 
actions and water quality 
monitoring. Also with the MRWC, 
Gary Comins took notes and 
photos to help publicize the water 
quality project. 

Also attending were Tom Baron, 
Chelmsford resident; Richard 
Berube of the Billerica Health 
Dept. and Martin Houlne, Director 
of the Billerica Conservation 
Commission, who listened to the 
Stream Team reports. Selectman 
Edward Hurd attended previous 
Billerica volunteer meetings. 

Jim Meyers and Andy Meyers of 
Wilmington, and Nola Shea of 
Billerica, found much erosion and 
tree blockage on the Shawsheen 
from Rte. 129 to Jones Brook. 
"Trees were starting to fall over, 
and drop off from back yards," 
said Meyers. Rampant phragmites 
and purple loosestrife were 
pushing out native vegetation in the 
wetlands; while tires, engine 
blocks, and a washing machine 
languished in the flow. The team 
also spotted possible sewer flow 
pipes from a nearby residential 
development. 

In the Tewksbury area, Jim 
Doherty of Nashua , and Diane 
Lauber found scenic potential 
along Heath Brook, behind the 
donut shop on Rte. 38. Lewis 
suggested a future goal may be 
cleaning up and beautifying the 
scenic area for a public walkway. 

Doherty and Lauber found 
broken up asphalt, propane tanks, 
and car debris near the wetland 
area. They were concerned about 
“major illegal dumping" at the end 
of sid@ roads, and possible oil or 
gasoline run off from construction 


equipment, and a go-cart track 
along the highway. 

Andre Blouin, Jane Landry and 
Lyn Watson surveyed the. banks 
along Strong Water Brook. Blouin 
said they found one area with piled 
up tires and a makeshift gun firing 
range. They also smelled strong 
odors, like organic waste, near the 
brook's confluence with the 
Shawsheen. A future Strong Water 
concern may be residential 
construction on land now occupied 
by Tew-Mac Airport along Rte. 
38. 

Jim and Maggie Plasse, of 
Billerica, reported large trash 
items and possible sewage flows 
along their segment, near 
Middlesex Turnpike and McKee 
Brook. Plasse was encouraged that 
during the survey, they met several 
neighbors concerned about the 
tiver. They also found a good 
canoe access point and a scenic 
walking path near Sheridan Street. 

Jeff Hull of Billerica and Paul 
Marino found undeveloped areas as 
they surveyed the Shawsheen from 
Rte. 38 to Rte, 129. “We didn't 
have waders," said Hull who 
learned that hip boots “are essential 
for that section." They reported 
“wetlands accessible only by canoe, 
ducks, geese, and turtles." 

Hull said Much of the stream 
bank was undeveloped with ample 
vegetation, and water quality 
looked good. He and Marino found 
trash in the river and 
sedimentation near the Rte. 129 
bridge. A flowing pipe near 
Nichols Street changed the river 
bottom from brown to red. 
Another curious feature was a 
black rubber hose running down 
from, or leading up to, some 75 
gallon containers in one of the 
back yards. 

Billerica residents Don Thibert, 
Diane Dexter, Susan Adams and 
Jeanne Kunze, found an area of 
“unspoiled wetlands," with no 
odors or visible pollution near 
Content Brook, They sighted 
beaver, ducks, and geese, and they 
located a nice walking trail’ by the 
old Middlesex Canal. 

However, they found a "rusty 
colored muck" in the Governor 
Fuller Brook, said Kunze, who 
took photos of the swirling water. 
Remote and hidden from view, 
"An orangey stuff with a rainbow 
sheen; nobody sees it," said Kunze. 
She also found flourishing duck 
weed and algae growth, new to the 
brook this season. 

One item of concern is an 
abandoned oil line running across 
the river, from a defunct business. 
It used to be above the water level,

said Kunze, but isnow below the 
water line and is beginning to silt 


up. 

Dexter said previous monitoring 
showed a high coliform bacteria 
count along Content Brook, which 
may indicate sewer or septic waste 
entering the flow. Other problems 
included posgible landfill leaching 
into Content Brook, and a culvert 
near Richardson Pond "clogged by 
metal trash." 

At the end of the meeting, James 
Beck, of MRWC, spoke about 
upcoming training for water 
quality monitoring, phase two, 
following this month's shoreline 
survey. 

The evening Action meeting in 
Billerica was one of several 
throughout Shawsheen River basin 
from Bedford and Lexington to 
Lawrence and North Andover. 
Later this summer, all the Stream 
Teams will test water quality along 
the Shawsheen and tributaries. 
Tests may include water 
temperature, turbidity, dissolved 
oxygen levels, bacteria count, and 
the presence of insect nymphs, 
larvae and other 
macro-invertebrates. 

Their findings will provide focus 
for future research, and work by 
volunteers, community members, 
and local organizations. Lewis, of 
Mass. Riverways, said the short 
term goals may be to report sewer 
overflows to town health boards, 
and organize trash cleanups. Long 
term goals may include areas to 
develop wildlife trails or provide 
canoe access,

pression of the tall, polite tax veteran 
was. "A marshmallow on the inside." 
was her response. 

As far as his unfortunate diagno- 
sis goes, Peters is currently being 
treated at Mass General Hospital; and 
from what I observed, he seems to 
have the same attitude of his disease 
that he does of his job. Taking it one 
day at a time. "It's a progressing 
disease, which there is no cure for," 
he replied, “but people live with this 
for twenty-five years. I have my 
good days and bad days." 

For the first time, Mr. Peters broke 
his posture and leaned back in his 
chair when he told me his plans for 
retirement. He announced that he 
would relax for the next few months 
in Canada, staying in a newly pur- 
chased summer place. After that, 
play the rest by ear. 
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After water quality testing to 
identify pollution or fecal bacteria 
problems, the volunteers will 
contact local town officials, the 
Board of Health and Conservation 
Commission. "The purpose of the 
local project is to encourage 
community participation and action 
to clean up, care for, and protect 
waters in the Shawsheen River 
Watershed,” said Alicia Lehrer, 
MRWC volunteer monitoring 
network coordinator. 

Many volunteer opportunities 
exist during 1997, and this spring 
would be a great time to get 
involved. By learning more about 
the river and its tributaries, the 
community will know better how 
to protect them. Current 
opportunities include: monitor 
water quality, perform lab analysis 
of water samples, of assist with

WASHINGTON DC - On May 28 
the Alliance for Community Media 
announced the winners in the 
country's largest and longest 
running community media 
competition, the Hometown Video 
Festival. This year, the 20th anrual 
celebration of community media 
programming, attracted 1,432 
entries in 44 categories and up to 
four divisions in each category. 

Entries by media professionals 
were primarily judged separately 
from those produced by 
non-professionals. The programs 
were evaluated on how well they 
address community concerns, in 
addition to technical quality and 
execution, by the staff and 
volunteers of over 40 access 
facilities and cable companies 
across the country. Awards will be 
presented on July 10 at the 1997 
Hometown Video Festival Awards 
Ceremony, which will be held in 
conjunction with the Alliance's 


1997 International Conference and 
Trade Show in Milwaukee, WI on 
July 9-12. 

Wilmington resident and WCTV 
member Ghris Cassidy will receive 
an award for Best Election 
Coverage for his live production 
of the 1996 Wilmington Town 
Election.

I do want to take this 
Opportunity to bring to your 
attention some inaccuracies about 
Centerpoint which appeared in the 
article published in last week's 
edition of the Town Crier. 
} The letter implies that all 
Centerpoint residents can attain 
level D stats which would suggest 
phat all residents are able to reach a 
level status where they may be 
unsupervised in the community. 
While we would be pleased if this 
Were so, that is not the case. Due to 
the severity of emotional disability 
pf our residents, it is not 
teasonable to expect that they 
would all progress tnough in their 
treatment at Centerpoint to be able 
fo handle unsupervised time in the 
¢ommunity responsibly. In fact, 
the majority of our residents leave 
the program having only reached a 
level where they can go into the 
eommunity in a supervised 
fapacity, either alone with one 
staff member or with two 
additional residents and one staff 
member. 
‘Furthermore, the article 
incorrectly states that residents’ 
freedoms are modified because of 
the agreement this program has 
with the Town of Tewksbury not 
to send dangerous residents into 
the community unsupervised. In 
fact, the program would not 
consider it clinically appropriate to 
allow a resident who had not 
exhibited the ability to control his 
dangerous behavior to be in the 
community without © staff 


supervision and support. The 
agreement does not restrict 
resident access to the community 
when it is clinically appropriate 
for the resident to engage in such 
an activity, it instead establishes a 
protocol for communicating with 
the Town. 

Also included in the same 
paragraph mentioned above is the 
implication that residents are 
routinely brought down to meet 
with Chief Mackey prior to 
obtaining employment in the 
community. We have developed a 
very positive relationship with the 
chief and we willingly inform him 
whenever one of our residents will 
be working in the community. 
Some of our residents have had the 
opportunity to meet Chief Mackey 
because Centerpoint staff thought it 


might be beneficial clinically for | 


them to do so. The chief has not 
requested that residents meet with 
him or have we made it part of our 
protocol prior to allowing 
residents to work in the 
community. 

Again, I appreciate that the 
article presented Centerpoint in 
such a positive light.

Clarification on Doug Ames 


Dear Larz, 

Regarding your front-page article 
‘on March 19, 1997, regarding our son 
‘Douglas E. Ames’ death on March 18 
(the day before), which you reported 
was being investigated by police, we 
hope yoif'also plartto pitlish the find. 
‘ings in. this “case.” The, police have 
received the findings, but haven’tseen 
anything in the newspaper. Is there a 
feason for this? Do you usually publish 
articles such as these on the front page 
of your newspaper and not follow them 
up? 

We owe it to our son’s memory to 
speak out about our feelings~in this 
matter. We believe that you sensation- 
alized the routine “investigation” of our 
son's death, whereas the police were 
satisfied the day he died that it looked 
Jike a medical problem and never asked 
us any questions at all. 

Enclosed for your information is a 
copy of Doug's final death certificate, 
hoting that he died of natural causes, 
hamely: Myxomatous degeneration of 
the mitral and tricuspid valves, and 


therefore, cardiomyopathy, of which 
we had been unaware; and unfortu- 
nately, he died suddenly. 

A year ago, we placed a large ad 
in your newspaper congratulating 
Doug for his Scholarship Award and 
, Graduation. His photograph was also 
"published with the other scholarship 
recipients. Too bad the ad and photo- 
graph (the good news) was noton the 
front page. You can be sure that we 
will never call your paper to place an 
ad again. 

The Town Crier was not aware of 
the situation. The Medical Examiner 
was called in over the police scan- 
ner. When the police were contacted 
several days later, they had no more 
than the information provided in the 
article. At press time on the day of 
Mr. Ames’ death we published all 
available information. 

The Town Crier regrets knot 
knowing the full circumstances. Had 
they beenavailable, the article would 
not have run. [Ed.]

Absence is not excusable 


Dear Larz: 

Recently I have noticed a very 
disturbing trend in education, It 
seems that parents are becoming 
progressively more likely to 
interfere in the education process. 
Their involvement is sometimes 
hostile and aggressive, putting the 
teacher in a very difficult position 
to teach their children. During 
this past year, I have been involved 
personally in several difficult 
situations as have several of my 
colleagues. I have had parents try 
to influence me to both alter my 
grading system, and close out their 
child's average before the work 
had been completed. In one such 
instance, the student was to move 
away four weeks prior to the close 
of the term. I was requested to 
ignore the remaining work that the 
rest of the class would be doing - 
homework, quizzes, tests, etc. In 
addition, I was asked to exempt the 
student completely from the final 
exam. I was uncomfortable with 
those suggestions and insisted that 
it would not be fair to the other 
students. Consequently, some of 
the work was done prior to the 
student's moving. Afterwards, two 
tests including the final exam were 
faxed to me. There was some 
discontentment on the part of the 
parent, when I wouldn't just “let 
everything go.” Frankly, I 
resented having been asked to do 
so in the first place. 

Most recently I was encouraged 
by a parent to alter my grading 
system to accommodate his child's 
absence from class due to 
involvement in a school based 
activity. The parent's reasoning 
was that since an “oral 
participation" grade cannot be 
given for that portion of time 
when a student is not present in 
class, I should therefore devise 
another system to accommodate the 
absences. I explained that the 
initial decision to participate in that 
activity carried with it the 
understanding that oral 
participation counted as 10% of the 
total grade. I suggested that next 
year his child consider 
participating in a different kind of 
activity that did not require 
absence from class at all. 


In yet a third instance this year, a 
top level student maintaining a B 
average requested to drop a course 
during the beginning of term four. 
She said the work was too difficult 
and that she could use time on 
other academic subjects. When a 
sound reason could not be 
determined for the drop, the 
administration backed the decision 
to enforce the handbook ruling and 
issue an F for the year. The 
unhappy parent could not 
understand the concept of 
accountability and wanted the child 
given the average for the year that 
she had earned up to that point. 
What are we teaching our 
children? 

I have discovered that parents 
who tend to interfere in their 
child's education usually have been 


doing so for a long time. It starts . 


on the Elementary level, continues 
through Middle School and on into 
High School. This presupposes 
that no teacher at any level is 
competent to teach and that we all 
need parental guidance. Both the 
total number of years of service as 
well as the number. of. degrees 
acquired by the teachers in the 
Wilmington system is phenomenal. 
In addition, we are now all 
presently taking courses designed 
to update and modernize our 
teaching techniques to 
accommodate changing times. 
Why then is parental interference 
on the uprise? The High School 
level sees the "panicked parent" 
whose child is preparing for 
college. Consequently, the 
frequency and hostile nature of the 
interference initiated at earlier 
levels increases. We have all had, 
and continue to have, education 
and psychology courses on teen 
behavior. One of the most 
valuable lessons I have learned 
from such studies is that a lot of 
harm can be done to everyone 
involved, especially the child 
himself, by excessive eeene 
interference.

for the intersection of Route 133 and 
River Road may have to wait. A plan 
submitted by the Town to the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Department forthe 
design and installation of a traffic 
signal at the intersection of River 
Road and Route 133 met with a less 
than favorable review. 

“They [Mass Highway] feel that 
the Town should not only use their 
own funds for the design but also for 
the installation of the traffic signals,” 
said Town Manager David Cressman 
at the Board of Selectmen's meeting 
Tuesday night. He indicated that the 
Commonwealth is reluctant to pay 
for the project. “We have a number 
of projects for which funds have been 
already committed for at least 1 - 2 
years. If we do our own funding, it 
will beat least 3 years off,” Cressman 
added. 

Cressman said that the cost of the 
project could range between $100- 
and $200,000, depending on State 
requirements and the design. The 
Proposal submitted to Mass High- 
way only called for the Town to fund 
the design of the signals, which would 
be approximately $30,000, which 
Cressman indicated wouldn't be a 
funding problem.

Vitamin supplements can 


Vitamin supplements, when 
taken at certain times during 
children’s lives, can have an 
important impact on_ their 
health. 

A child’s vitamin regimen 
may even begin before birth. 

Low levels of certain 
vitamins, such as folic acid, 
can be linked to some birth 
defects, so to help ensure 
healthy babies, physicians may 
advise a pregnant woman to 
take a daily multivitamin. 

Babies also need vitamins 
immediately after their birth. 
This is usually determined by 
their diet. For example, babies 
who are breast-fed need dif- 
ferent vitamins than those who 
drink formula. 

Breast milk is often deficient 
in vitamins A, D and C, To bol- 
ster the levels of these 
vitamins, the pediatrician may 
prescribe a daily tri-vitamin 
supplement for the infant.

As 
long as the mother takes 
prenatal vitamins that are 
fortified with iron, breast-fed 
babies will get what they need. 

The extra vitamin supple- 
ment is usually not necessary 
for formula-fed babies since 
these generally contain all the 
vitamins babies need.

“I haven't tested it on the net- 
work to see if we can go back 
and forth;” MacKay said.

However, unlike the photo 
albums and files of yore, the pic- 
tures remain on the hard drive 
no matter how many people use 
them. 

The Middlesex County 
Sheriff's Department has devel- 
oped a similar system with the 
help of Unisys, like Micro 
Systems, one of the top comput- 
er marketers to criminal justice 
agencies in this area. 

As with Microsystems, the 
Unisys system can track a per- 
son from the time he is first 
entered into the system until his 
release from the county jail sys- 
tem. 

The Microsystems programs 
have the ability to keep track of 
a person from the time the per- 
son is first entered into the sys- 
tem for any cause, no matter 
how innocent, until that person 
dies. 

MacKay explained that a per- 


son could come into a local | 


police station at 10 years-old to 
register a bicycle and from that 
time forth the person can be 
tracked for anything from park- 
ing tickets to larcenies. 

“No matter what happens it 
gets attached to a name. 

As an example, a recent case 

involved a person walking 
through some conservation land 
in Wakefield and acting suspi- 
ciously. When the police found 
the person, the computer 
showed that he had a record for 
housebreaks but was not 
presently wanted in any commu- 
nity. 
However, the homeowner that 
reported the incident was 
warned to report it again if the 
person was seen in the same 
area and particularly if he took 
undo interest in any homes. 

Both MacKay and O’Brien 
lauded the systems ability to 
track incidents in various parts

of town and provide information 
that can help police and other 
interested government agencies 
to track what area certain types 
of incidents are most likely to 
occur and when they are most 
likely to occur. 

Microsystems founder and 
president, Margaret Streckert 
noted that her company can pro- 
vide local police with.detective’s 
packages providing investiga- 
tors with all sorts of informa- 
tion. It can also provide such 
information as accident prone 
intersections or the number of 
restraining orders currently on 
file. 

The company is about to 
release a new module that will 
help to teach the officers how to 
handle special situations. 

As the technology grows so 
will the cost, MacKay believes 
that it will soon become neces- 
sary for towns to do more 
regionalization. 

Albertelli said that several 
communities on Cape Cod have 
already gone this route. He 
notes that, aside from the sav- 
ings in money, the system has 
the advantage of tracking a per- 
son from one town to the next. 

Police technology is still 
growing and the next phase will 
be the patrol car with a laptop 
computer that can tie in through 
the municipalities computer and 
allow the officer to do anything 
in the patrol car that can be 
done at the station. 

Medford is the first communi- 
ty to be working with this type 
of a system. They are being 
funded by the state’s Executive 
Office of Public Safety and is a 
pilot program for other depart- 
ment’s to study. 

Albertelli and O’Brien noted 
that they are looking into simi- 
lar systems for their vehicles. 

Middlesex East will have 
more on this technology in a 
future article.

“A dual enrollment program 
for high school students through 
the state's community colleges, 
Part of education reform initia- 
tives which can give kids a leg 
up on college or simply expand 
inet ssl choices, has 
quietly gaining in populari- 
ty,” notes the Woburn edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“While officials note the 
logistics can be difficult and the 
burden is on the students and 
parents to make it work, more 
and more students are taking 
advantage of it.

Q: I’ve heard that it’s impor- 

tant to make sure a 
refrigerator is adjusted so that 
it is level. I always thought 
that this was necessary so the 
doors would close automatical- 
ly. 
A: While it’s true that the 
level adjustment of the 
refrigerator has a bearing on 
the self-closing action of the 
doors, a refrigerator runs most 
efficiently when it is level. 
Also, some refrigerators have a 
condensation drain pan which 
may spill its contents if the 
refrigerator is not level. Most 
refrigerators have screw-type 
adjustable leveling legs under 
“each corner. Other 
refrigerators have rollers at 
the corners. The two front rol- 
lers are adjustable. 

The rollers are located be- 
hind the base grill, and they 
are adjusted with a socket 
wrench or a screwdriver. Turn 
the adjustment screw in the 
roller’s center clockwise to 
raise the cabinet or counter- 
clockwise to lower it. Place a 
level on top of the refrigerator. 
Check it for level from side to 
side, and adjust it as needed. 
Next, check for level from 
front to back. If the 


refrigerator doors do not swing 
shut by themselves with the ap- 
liance level from front to 
back, you may need to adjust 
the cabinet slightly higher in 
the front. 

Q: I am planning several 
projects that involve drilling 
and fastening to stone and con- 
crete. Frankly, I’m a little 
overwhelmed when it comes to 
the variety of carbide bits, an- 
chors, fasteners and other con- 
siderations that need to be 
sorted through. Is there a guide 


or a good source for concise in- 
formation in this area? 

A; Fastening to stone, con- 
crete, block, brick, and drywall 
can be tricky, but the Rawl 
47M. is an_ industrial-quality 
handbook that can help you do 
the job right. 

It’s 135 pages of the most 
thorough information we have 
seen on this subject. Of course 
the Rawlplug company is pitch- 
ing its products here, but at 
least it does a good job. Each 
of the company’s fasteners is 
illustrated, with cleat drawings 
that show how the fastener is 
installed.

There’s other information 
here, on corrosion and load 
limits for instance, much of it 
industrial in nature.

Q: We have a faucet that 
squeals when it is turned ob 
partially. The squeal stops 
when the faucet is turned past 
a critical point. What causes 
the squeal and what can I do to 
prevent it? 

A: A squealing water faucet 
is usually the result of a worn 
washer. When the stem is 
backed out (someone turns on 
the water) and the clearance 
between the frayed washer and 
the valve seat reaches a criti- 
cal distance, the washer will 
vibrate and squeal like the reed 
in a wind instrument. As the 
valve is opened more, the 
space becomes greater and the 
reed effect - and noise - cease 
to prevent this annoying 
squeal. Simply replace the 
washer.
